The Vol pe National Transportation Systens Center (Vol pe
Center) is a Departnent of Transportation (DOT) research and
anal ysi s organi zati on which, as a National Transportation
Center, serves the Departnment and ot her Federal agencies
needi ng technical assistance with the
transportation/logistics-rel ated conponents of their

m ssions. The Vol pe Center, a conponent of the Research and
Speci al Prograns Adm nistration (RSPA), supports the research
and operational needs of the Ofice of the Secretary (OST)
and the other operating admnistrations within the
Departnent. |n addition, the Vol pe Center provides sinilar
support to other Governnent agencies, including the

Depart nent of Defense, the Departnment of Energy, the

Envi ronnmental Protection Agency and the U S. Postal Service
in transportation, logistics, and rel ated areas.

The Vol pe Center is located in Canbridge, Massachusetts, and
has si x buil di ngs contai ni ng about 350, 000 square feet of

Transportati on Denand, Capacity, and Fl ow Anal ysi s

The Contractor shall assess current transportation services

Anal yses conducted may invol ve passenger and freight flows in
all nodes of transportation, associated inpacts on the

envi ronnent and energy, and possi bl e approaches for reducing
system congesti on and/or enhancing capacity. The work may
requi re assessnent of the application of energing Intelligent
Transportation Systens (I TS)information and

t el econmuni cati ons technol ogi es. Assessnent techni ques may

al so require the use of various automated sinulation and
nodel i ng et hods, and ot her mat henatical and statistica
structuring techni ques as deened appropriate in estinating
requi renents.

Such assessnents will require multidisciplinary teans that
wi Il include specialists in specific functional areas, such
as systens anal ysis, network optimzation, routing and
schedul i ng, economics and benefit/cost analysis, with an
under st andi ng of the application of conputers to addressing
transportati on demand and capacity issues. Assignments may
require a know edge of Government and private sector
transportati on demand and rel ated systens nodel s.

Econom ¢ and Regul atory Anal ysi s

The Contractor shall performa variety of econonic anal yses
such as anal ysis and evaluation of alternative transportation
i nvestments, estimation of demand for transportation services
in selected markets, analysis and eval uation of
transportation user charges, benefit/ cost anal ysis and

capi tal budgeting for systens and infrastructure renewal,
transportati on operator and supply industry analysis, and
financi al planning and resource allocation.

The areas covered includes research
and eval uation projects in aviation flight deck and air
traffic control human factors; advanced rail vehicle design
accept ance of conmercial passenger vehicles; operator
fatigue, workload and work scheduling; maritinme human
factors; and the inpact of drugs, alcohol and the aging
process on operator performance. The Contractor may be
responsi bl e for experinents to determ ne system and operat or
performance to various | evels of statistical confidence. This
wi Il involve establishing test objectives and neasures of

per f ormance, designing and conducting experinments to obtain
required data, and anal yzing data to characterize operator
and/ or system perfornmance. These systens eval uati ons and
applied and basic research projects will require skills in
experinmental psychol ogy, industrial engineering, experinental
desi gn, physiol ogi cal psychol ogy, cognition, organizationa
behavi or, ergonom cs, and statistical analysis.

The Vol pe National Transportation Systens Center (Vol pe Center),
is a Departnent of Transportation (DOT) research and anal ysis
organi zati on whi ch services Federal agencies needing technical
assistance with the transportation-rel ated conponents of their

m ssions. The Vol pe Center supports a wide range of high priority
research and operational needs of the Research and Speci al
Prograns Adm nistration (RSPA), the Ofice of the Secretary (OST),
and ot her nodal agencies within DOT. In addition, the Center

provi des simlar support to other CGovernnent agencies, including

t he Departnent of Defense, in transportation |ogistics and rel ated
areas. The Center is funded exclusively through a Wrking Capito
Fund. Each fiscal year, sponsoring organizations transfer funds
into this Fund by nmeans of a General Wbrking Agreenent (GAMs) or
Rei mbur sabl e Agreenents. At |east one agreenent is established
for each sponsoring organi zation. Through the course of the
fiscal year, the agreenent is further broken down into Project

Pl an Agreenents (PPAs) through discussions between the Vol pe

Cent er and sponsoring agenci es.

The Vol pe Center is located in Canbridge, Massachusetts, and has
si x buil di ngs containing about 350,000 square feet of office
space, extensive data processing facilities, and sone specialized
| aboratory facilities. The Center's 1100 person on-site staff
consi sts of about 550 Federal enployees augnented by an equal
nunber of contractor technical specialists.

The Vol pe National Transportation Systens Center consists of six
buil dings in the Kendall Square area of Canbridge, Mssachusetts.
The main building is a 12-story tower with all other buildings

ei ther physically connected to the tower or within 500 feet. The
exi sting Technical Support Services contractor is currently

| easing off-site space |ocated at 4 Canbridge Center (called
Bui | di ng #8), Canbridge, Mssachusetts, on the 7th, 8th, and 9th
floors. There is currently no conduit access to the contractor's
| eased space. Below are descriptions of the Vol pe Center's
Network Facilities, Conmputer Center Processing Environnent, and
Busi ness Application Systens.

Network Facilities

Cabling - The Vol pe Center, with the exception of the contractor-
| eased space, has in place a fiber optic backbone connecting each
buil ding and floor to the main conputer center in the basenent of
Bui l ding #3. Each floor is cabled to the Building #3 Conputer
Center with six pairs of 62.5 x 125 mcron nultinode fiber. The
fiber is termnated in patch panels utilizing ST connectors.
There is currently significant capacity for expansion in the
current fiber backbone.

Hub Equi pnent - Hub equi pnent used at the Center is manufactured
by Cabletron. Over 25 Cabletron hub units are installed in
communi cations closets throughout the Center. The majority of

equi prent is MVAC series chassis with fiber and 10 base-T cards
spanni ng several product generations. Hubs throughout nost of the
Vol pe Center use the fiber backbone to connect to one of two
central hubs in the Conputer Center at 10 Mips. The two central
hubs, MMAC MBFNB units, are nodes on a 100 Mops FDDI ring as are
several servers and a server back-up unit.

Net wor k Managenent Systens - The Vol pe Center nakes use of two

net wor k managenent applications to nonitor and report on network
activity. The first is Cabletron's Renote Lanview v B.01.01. The
second is Cabletron's Spectrum product v 3.1, rev 0. Spectrumis
running on a Sparc 4/80 with 96 Mo of RAM SUN OS rel ease 5.4 and
Qpenwi ndows v 3. 4.



Bui l ding #8 - Network access is currently provided to the
contractor-| eased space users through two bridged T1 channels.

The first T1 provides access for users on the 8th floor, the
second for users on the 7th and 9th floors. Bridges used in these
connections are Cabletron NB-30 units.

Servers - The Vol pe Center has approximately 50 file servers in
use by CGovernnent enpl oyees and contractors. A conbination of
UNLX;, NT v 3.5. and Novell v 4.1 servers are |ocated at various
| ocations throughout the Center. Approximately half of the
servers are located in Building #3's Conmputer Center and the
contractor-| eased space communi cations room Oher servers are
| ocated in or near the departnents they serve.

Printers - The Vol pe Center nmakes use of approxi mately 100 network
printers. Mst printers in use are nade by Hew ett Packard and
are various nakes, nodels, and ages.

Net work Protocols - The Center's network has a high concentration
of Novel Netware servers running the | PX/ SPX protocol. There is
al so a significant anount of TCP/IP fam |y protocols on the
network to reach UNI X, NT, and DEC machines. Qher protocols on

t he Vol pe network include Netbeui, LAT, Vines, OSI, and Appl etal k.

El ectronic Mail - The Vol pe Center nakes use of Mcrosoft Miil v
3.2 for electronic mail comruni cations. The mail systemcurrently
serves about 1240 users and is installed on three Dell PE590 host
systens. Two of these systens are deployed in a mrrored fashion
to provide redundancy and fault tol erance.

Internet - The Vol pe Center has full access to the Internet
through a relationship wth the service provider BBN. T1 access
to BBN is nade through a G sco 2500 router and a Digital Equi pnent
Corporation Firewall running on a DEC Al phastation 200 4/ 166.

ADTN 2000 - Access to the FAA ADTN 2000 network is provided

t hrough redundant T1 connections to FAA sites in Burlington,
Massachusetts, and Janmai ca, New York. Routers used to connect to
both sites are G sco 4000 units provided by GSI

| DN - Network access to the DOI's Internodal Data Network (IDN) is
made t hrough the use of a 3Com Netbuilder Il router and T1
comuni cati ons channel

| CC - Network access to the Interstate Commerce Conmm ssion (I CC)
is made through the use of a G sco 4000 and T1 comuni cati ons
channel .



TIMS - TIMS represents a separate network within the Vol pe
Center. A G sco 4000 router provides conmmunications between the
TIM5 network and the remai nder of the Vol pe network.

Conput er Center Processi ng Environnent

Processors - The current platformprofile (total processing power
of 1850 VUPs) consists of three enterprise servers, one md-size
server, and four specialized workstation servers.

Legacy Cobol /S1032 host - based applications as well as client
server Oracl e-based applications support the Center's and its
clients' business operations.

VOLPE CENTER NETWORK

The Vol pe Center Network extends over six buildings plus off-site
contractor-| eased space at 4 Canbridge Center (called Building #8)
in a canpus environment and provi des access to |local and renote
conmputing resources for the Center's enpl oyees and contractors.
The main building is a 12-story tower with all other buil dings

ei ther physically connected to the tower or within 500 feet.

There is currently no conduit access to Buil ding #8.

As shown in Figures 1 and 2 respectively, the network currently
consi sts of an FDDI/Et hernet backbone Local Area Network (LAN)
that links to other networks through dedi cated Wde Area Network
(WAN) connections. The key el enents of the Vol pe Network are as
fol | ows:

! Cabling - The Vol pe Center has in place a fiber optic
(FDDI grade) backbone connecting each buil ding and
floor, except Building #8, to the Conputer Center in
t he basenent of Building #3. Each floor network wring
closet is cabled to the Building #3 Conputer Center
with six pairs of 62.5 x 125 mcron mnul tinode fi ber.
The fiber is termnated in patch panels utilizing ST
connectors. The wiring fromeach closet to the desktop
is twi sted-pair category #3 and #5. Building #8
connects to the backbone with a T1 WAN | i nk.

! Hub Equi pnent - Hub equi pnent used at the Center is
manuf act ured by Cabl etron. Over 25 Cabletron hub units
are installed in conmunications closets throughout the
Center. The majority of equipnment is MVAC series
chassis with fiber and 10 base-T cards spanni ng sever al
product generations. Hubs throughout nost of the Vol pe
Center use the fiber backbone to connect to one of two
central hubs in the Conputer Center at 10 Mops. The
two central hubs, MVAC MBFNB units, are nodes on a 100
Mops FDDI ring as are several servers and a server
back-up unit.

! Net wor k Managenent Systens - The Vol pe Center nakes use
of two network managenent applications to nonitor and
report on network activity. The first is Cabletron's
Renote Lanview v B.01.01. The second is Cabletron's
Spectrum product v 3.1, rev 0. Spectrumis running on
a Sparc 4/80 with 96 Mo of RAM SUN CS rel ease 5.4 and
Qpenwi ndows v 3. 4.
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Building #8 - Network access is provided to Building #8
users through two bridged Tl channels. The first T1
provi des access for users on the eighth floor, the
second for users on the seventh and ninth floors.

Bri dges used in these connections are Cabl etron NB-30
units.

Servers - The Vol pe Center has approximately 50 file
servers in use by Governnent enpl oyees and contractors.
A conbi nation of UNI X, NT, and Novell servers are

| ocated at various |ocations throughout the Center.
Approxi mately half of the servers are located in
Bui l ding #3's Conputer Center and Building #8's

communi cations room Qher servers are located in or
near the departnents they serve.

Printers - The Vol pe Center nmakes use of approxi mately
100 network printers. Mst printers in use are made by
Hewl ett Packard and are various nakes, nodels, and
ages.

Net work Protocols - The Center's network has a high
concentration of Novel Netware servers running the

| PX/ SPX protocol. There is also a significant anmount
of TCP/IP famly protocols on the network to reach
UNI X, NT, and DEC machines. Qher protocols on the
Vol pe network include Netbeui, LAT, Vines, OSI, and

Appl et al k.

El ectronic Mail - As shown in Figure 3, the Vol pe
Center nmakes use of Mcrosoft Mail v 3.2 for electronic
mai | communi cations. The nmail systemcurrently serves
about 1300 users and is installed on three Dell PE590
host systens. Two of these systens are deployed in a
mrrored fashion to provide redundancy and fault

tol erance. About 140 users also use Mcrosoft's Renote
Mai | .

Internet - The Vol pe Center has full access to the
Internet through a T1 circuit and a G sco 2500 router
provided by BBN, the Internet service provider. As
shown in Figure 4, the connection is secured by a

D gital Equi prrent Corporation firewall running on a
cluster of three DEC Al phastations. As shown in Figure
4, the firewall breaks the Vol pe network froma
security point of viewinto three segnents, each
progressively with a higher level of security (red-
public open, green-public protected, blue-private).



ADTN 2000 - Access to the FAA ADTN 2000 network is
provi ded t hrough redundant T1 connections to FAA sites
in Burlington, Massachusetts, and Jamai ca, New YorKk.

Routers used to connect to both sites are C sco 4000
units provided by GSI.
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! I DN - Network access to the DOTI's |Internodal Data
Network (IDN) is made through the use of a 3Com
Net bui l der 1l router and T1 comruni cati ons channel .

! | CC - Network access to the Interstate Comrerce
Commi ssion (1CC) is made through the use of a G sco
4000 and T1 communi cati ons channel

! TIMS - TIMS represents a separate network within the
Vol pe Center. A Cisco 4000 router provides
communi cati ons between the TIM network and the
remai nder of the Vol pe network.

During the remai nder of this year and next year, the current E-
mail systemw ||l mgrate to Mcrosoft's new Exchange Messagi ng
system and the network will begin depl oyi ng Et hernet sw tching
technol ogies to neet the energing requirenments for high quality,
hi gher speed transm ssi ons.

As t he hardwar e/ sof t war e/ communi cati ons requi renments of the Vol pe
Center Network are both custoner/sponsor and Vol pe Center
managenent driven, the Vol pe Center Network hosts nulti-protocol
mul ti-vendor network conmmuni cations services and operating

syst ens.

| nt roducti on

The Techni cal Support Services Ofice/ DTS-25 provides a
wi de range of in-house/on-site technical support
services in support of the Vol pe Nationa
Transportation Systens Center's (Vol pe Center) m ssion.
Many of these services are provided through an

Qperati ons Research Anal ysis Support Services Contract
in which tasks are acconplished by the Contractor under
a Job Order system managed and operated by the Vol pe
Center. The Vol pe Center Qperations Research Anal ysis
Support Services Contract represents a critica
component of the Center's technical resources and the
Center's ability to respond to new initiatives and
changi ng requirenents.

Descri ption of Service

The Qperations Research Anal ysis Support Services
Contract offers the foll ow ng support:

Strategi c planning and organi zati onal anal ysis;
transportati on denmand, capacity and fl ow anal ysis;
econom ¢ and regul atory analysis; safety, security
and risk assessnent; human perfornmance research
and eval uation; systens and | ogi stics operations
and assessnent; and information and statisti cal
analysis. In addition engineering skills may be
required to support nultidisciplinary teans in any
of the above areas.

Task Characteristics

Support activities are primarily task oriented. Mbst

The skills needed to support the task, what
conpletion tinetable the initiator has in mnd, and the
availability of resources are also discussed. At this



time, the initiator should provide all the pertinent
docunentation and material to the task | eader al ong
with the proper funding information (Accounting Job
Order Nunber) for the initiation of the task. In sone
i nstances, the initiator may supply sufficient
information about the task so that work can conmence

i medi ately. At other tinmes, the Support Service
Contractor nmay be asked to devel op the task

speci fications based on information supplied by the
initiator. |If the job is of sufficient conplexity, or
cannot be well defined initially, a "problemdefinition
phase” will be initiated.

In either case, a Job Request Form (Figures 2 and 3) is
initiated by the Contractor and returned to the
initiator for authorization as defined under Vol pe
Cent er Announcenent #95-27 dated 8/31/95 (Figure 4).
Once aut hori zati on has been received, a Job Nunber is
assigned to the task, and the conpleted formis
forwarded to the Vol pe Center accounting office for
certification and commtnent of funds. The Job Nunber
and associated information is then entered into the
User Accountability System (UAS) to establish a record
agai nst which utilization will be reported. This
report, along with other nonth-end reports, is
distributed to all Division Ofices. Figure 5
illustrates the steps involved in setting up and
nmonitoring a Job Order. Figure 6 illustrates the

i nteraction between the Job Oder and the UAS and the
relati onship to the Vol pe Center's Financial Mnagenent
System

During the "problemdefinition phase," the Contractor
wi Il devel op a task specification package which shoul d
i ncl ude (when appropriate):

(a) ldentification of a task | eader fromthe
Contractor's staff

(b) A task definition (a detailed statenent of
the work to be done.

(c) Deliverable end itens
(d) Ml estone objectives and schedul es
(e) Conputer and personnel resources requirenents

and schedul i ng
(f) Docunentation and reporting requirenents



(g) Conpletion date

The proposed specification package, as devel oped by the
Contractor, is then submtted to the initiator for
review and approval. The Contractor wll be required
to redevel op any portion of the package as required by
the initiator

A mnimum | evel of docunentation is provided for each
task upon conpletion. Due to the wi de variety of
custoners served fromthe Vol pe Center, there is no one
set of guidelines that is specified to govern
docunentation. FIPS PUB 38 is used on occasi on but
used sparingly. Most frequently, DOD STD-2167, 2167A
or ML-STD-498 is used as the basis for docunentation
requirenents.

Specific task deliverables (e.g., software, studies,
reports, docunentation to other standards) and
schedul es are delineated in the work order issued. Al
deliverables are submtted to the task initiator

Upon conpl etion of the task definition phase, the
initiator nmust once again receive authorization to
proceed in accordance with Vol pe Center Announcenent
#95-27 dated 8/31/95 for the support services estimated
to do the job. Once proper authorization has been
received and the funds certified, work on the task, as
specified in the initial phase, may begin. The new
information is then entered into the UAS to update the
original job order. If the initiator does not receive
aut hori zation for the job as estimted, the job order
is closed.

Support of Task

Once the task is underway, the Contractor (task |eader
and/ or contact person) will maintain contact with the
initiator to keep himaware of the progress and status
of the task. This is done through periodic neetings
with the initiator and in witing by progress reports
to the initiator with copies to the COTR These
progress reports are submtted at intervals as
requested by the initiator through the Job O der.

Unl ess otherw se specified in the Job Order, these
reports contain in narrative formthe acconplishnents
of the time period involved along with the planned work
for the follow ng period, a description of any problem
areas encountered,



and a status of project activity and funding. Wen
appropriate, the Contractor will hold technica

di scussions with the initiator to review internedi ate
results and clarify any probl ens which nmay ari se.

| f during the support of a task, the task objectives
and/ or estimates change significantly, the Contractor
nmust devel op and submt for approval the new task
specification/ requirenents. The procedures in such a
case are the sane as those set forth in devel oping a
new task specification.

USER ACCOUNTABI LI TY SYSTEM OVERVI EW

A.  User Accountability System

1.

| nt roducti on

In order to support the process of nanagi ng the Vol pe
Center and adm nistering technical services and
resources, an autonated system known as the User
Accountability System (UAS) was devel oped. The
objective of the systemis threefold. First of all, it
provi des users with weekly reports reflecting (1)
current (weekly, nonth-to-date, and year-to-date) task
estimates/ comm tnents, and (2) current
utilization/obligations (actuals). Secondly, the
system provides the COTR with data essential to

nmoni toring the Support Services Contract. The system
al so generates reports used by the Contractor's
managenent staff to nmanage activity at the task |evel.
Finally, the system provides for automatic generation
and i nput of charges into the Center's Financi al
Managenent System  Appendi x A depicts the overal
structure of the UAS and its relationship to the
Center's Financial Managenent System

| nput to UAS

The UAS is dependent upon two mai nh sources of input;
nanely, Job Order Forms, and Contractor Labor Charges.

a. Job Request Form ( Appendi x B)

This formis the originating source docunent for a

task. It delineates the essential identification
el enents of the task, along with the tinme and cost
estimates for Contractor personnel. This formis

al so used to revise, nodify, or delete a task once
it has been established. The controlling el enent
is the Job Nunber. Figure 7 identifies the format
used in formatting the Job Nunber. This formis
al so used as the official docunent for conmm tnent
of program funds by the Accounting O fice once the
appropriate authorization has been attai ned. The
information fromthese forns is entered into the
UAS to create or update a job order record. The
detai |l ed specifications and description of the
task are provided by the Task Initiator or the
Contractor Task Leader.



b. Contractor Labor Charges

Each week the support services Contractor provides
the Technical Support Services Ofice with a

br eakdown of professional hours used in support of
each task. This information is entered into the
UAS where the professional tinme and cost figures
are updated for each task according to a pre-
establ i shed rate structure.

Responsi bility

The UAS is run twice weekly. The first runis a prelimnary
run to input weekly | abor charges. This systemupdate is
schedul ed for close of business (COB) each Monday. (d ose of
busi ness Tuesday is the latest this update can take pl ace.)
It is the Contractor's responsibility to provide the UAS
Systens Manager with a | abor file on a tinely basis. The
second run (which takes place on Wdnesday of the sane week)
wi Il process |abor adjustnents, if any. During the run,
files and reports are produced for the Accounting Ofice to
update the Center's financial managenent systens. These
files and reports nust be turned over to the Vol pe Center's
accounting office on Thursday of each week.

Qut put

The UAS provides reports on a weekly basis. As a rule,
weekly cl osings are on Wdnesday of each week and nonthly
closings are as of the |last Saturday of each nonth. d osings
generate the only official UAS reports and data. Unofficia
UAS reports and data are generated by the prelimnary runs
and serve as an aid in the function of nonitoring project
activity.

There are nultiple reports generated by the UAS. The

di stribution of these reports varies with user requirenents.
An overview of UAS reports available to users is depicted in
Attachrment J. 8.

Procedures to Obtain Subcontracting Support under the
Vol pe Center Information Systens Support Services
Cont r act

(a) Introduction

Subcontracting is recogni zed as a necessary tool for
nmeeting the performance requirenents of the contract.
However, it is essential that the Contractor understand
and abide by the requirenents of FAR O ause 52. 215- 24,
"Subcontractor Cost of Pricing Data,"” and FAR C ause
52.244-2, "Subcontracts,” in Sectionl. It is
especially inportant that the Contractor provide
adequate justification to proposed non-conpetitive
subcontract awards to assure that such awards do not
gi ve the appearance of using the prine contract as a
conduit for evading said regul ations.

(b) Justification

(1) The Contractor's use of "Q her
Subcontractors” will be exclusively a
functi on of special case support requirenents
associated with work fornmally tasked to the
Contractor via the Vol pe Center Job O der
System The Contractor will subcontract
out si de support only when defined work
requi renments cannot feasibly be satisfied
t hr ough prof essional resources avail abl e
within the Contractor's project staff. 1In
all cases, "Qther Subcontractors"” will be
used to contribute technical support for work
bei ng performed under the Contractor's
direction and for which the Contractor
provi des the principal support personnel. In
no case will the Contractor utilize the
subcontracting provision as a neans of
acqui ring subcontract support for work that
is not formally assigned to be the
Contractor's responsibility to perform

(2) The use of "Qther Subcontractors”is nornally
associ ated with one of the foll ow ng:

For purposes of supporting Vol pe Center work
requi ring uni que and/ or specialized state-of-
the-art skills which cannot be nmade avail abl e
within the Contractor's Project Staff in a
tinmely manner and where one of the follow ng
conditions is true:



a. The Vol pe Center project/work
requi renent has tinme constraints
requiring i mredi ate support (e.g., high
priority requirements that need staff
assi gned expeditiously to satisfy
i nportant Vol pe Center m | estones).
El apsed time constraints associated with
not being able to hire in tinme or train
in timely manner can be a reason for
requiring "Qher Subcontractor" support.

b. The capability is required for only a
short term and woul d not be of genera
utility beyond the i nmedi ate work
requirenent.

C. The Contractor cannot reasonably attract
individuals with the requisite skills
(e.g., because there is no career path
for them.

d. Transition-type tasks where the Vol pe
Center desires the work bei ng perforned
by another Contractor to be transitioned
to the Contractor's Support Services
Contract.

In all cases of "Other Subcontractor”
support, the Contractor retains ful

del egated responsibility for the work being
perfornmed for the Vol pe Center. The "Q her
Subcontractor” support role is strictly
limted to technical assistance to be

provi ded under the direction of the assigned
Contractor's project leader. "Qher
Subcontractors” wll be expected to conply
with the decisions and directives of the
Contractor's managenent as regards al
aspects of work performance. Failure to
conply with the Contractor's managenent
directives will be grounds for term nating
t he subcontracted support.



(c) Procedure For Use of Other Subcontractors

When a task requiring contracting is

contenpl ated, the cogni zant Branch Manager
coordinates with the Project Manager

expl aining the task, identifying the Vol pe
Center customer, the need or justification
requi ring use of other subcontractor support,
and, if applicable, the specialty or

predom nant capability not available on-site.

Each justification shall reflect the

consi deration that has been given to the
Contractor's on-site sources and the reasons
why they are insufficient to satisfy the
requi renents. The foll ow ng represent
factors which shoul d be consi der ed:

a. What is the capability/skill which is
inportant to the specific effort that
makes subcontracting clearly required or
desi rabl e over other alternatives?

b. | f schedul es are involved, why are they
critical and why can subcontracting best
nmeet these requirenent?

C. Is the present task a direct
continuation of a previous effort
perfornmed by the proposed subcontractor
whi ch the Vol pe Center desires to phase
over to the in-house support contract?

The need for use of another subcontractor
will be coordinated with the Contracting
Oficer's Technical Representative (COIR).
The need will identify the task, required
skills or needs, nunber of people,
appr oxi mat e peri od of performance, and
estimated cost.
